Not only is this the standard arrangefoent with bookstore8» but I've had some 
pretty terrible experience in Califoxnia. There la much more ti^ $7t300t closer to 
t10»000p owing me by Calif omianieiist ranging from the Freep bookstore to the largest 
distributor. 

Tlisro was a tioie in late 1966 when Liebeler was all over Lana and Lenc was 
running like hell. I waa asked by I*ane'a friends who were strangers to me to go 
oul; and take after Llobelor. Ill I asked was the return of try expenses. I sent 
Liebeler running and never got my expenses back. And ^ do this I abaxidoned oy 
second book, which had Just appeared. ^ 

This is not the only case in which I have been imposed upon in California, so 
X*m much less inclined to make an exception there. ^ 

Tliare ia another conditioa icpoeod upon ns hy those who do no vozic end coumeroializa 
the subject while I go further into debt to do the work that others use aa their own 
and get paid for it. X alone, exoept if you consider Penn Jones' work of substance, 
have kept books in pplnt over all these years while others were lapping up campus fees. 
I'm now 62. can^t go further into dobt. ana have no lueans of reprinting now. So. on 
the advice of counsel X have addbd a fee of 1^1.00 to each of tlie three first Nhlte- 
wi^ books, which are close to exhuasted. Whilu this hardly oovei*s the increase in 
costa since they were printed, its real purpose is to go into a separate account to 
mAVe reprinting possible. Xt will not be subject to the regular discount. 

So. ths books will be discounted 40^ on the S4.85 list but you will bu charged 
an extra i1 .00 per book which you will pass on. This will not be true of f>ither White- 
wash IV yet nor of Frame-Up. There will not for the present be any extra charge on them. 

i^ecause of the experiencea recounted above and because you are all stFangers and 
there ia nothing I oan do if you decide not to pay. X will expect cash in advance. X 
can see how you may misinterpret this, but the fact is I am willing to Bsuce these books 
available to those with interest even at cost to o^yself. When the supply is getting 
close to the end and I am willing t9 discoun.^ them when I'll j&ot have enough to sell 
^ttdiecountad you should be able to see this. Moreover, when I discount to a bookstore 
it can lead to repeat business.
